RESOLUTION 

Subject :—Awards for Public Recognition of Out¬ 
standing Export Performance. 

N<*. SI3I86EAC :—' The question of revising the 
Sd'K-me for Outstanding Export Performance has 
been under consideration of the Government and 
naving carefully considered various suggestions in 
this regard, it has been decided to revise the scheme 
as indicated in the following paragraphs. 

2. Awards will be granted every year to manu¬ 
facturers, exporters and exporting houses, who make 
a distinct contribution to the export trade. 

3. The Awards will be in the form of shields, 
which will be retained permanently by the winners. 

4. Awards numbering upto seventeen (17) may 
be given every year. A smaller number of awards 
may be granted in any year if it is considered that 
'here are,not sufficient number of deserving candi¬ 
dates. Upto (5) Awards out of seventeen every year 
will be given to exporters in the small scale and 
cottage sector subject to availability of sufficient 
number of candidate from these sectors. 

5. In addition to the Awards referred to above. 
Certificates of Merit may be granted to the best ex¬ 
porters in the different groups of export products, 
bom amongst she registered members of Export 
Promotion Councils, Commodity boards etc. 

6. A selection Committee consisting of the under- 
niv>t> ; ov,e! uill make lecommeieutions for the 
Awards and the Certificates of Merit to the Minister 

... Con coerce :— 

1- A Judge cv a rch—d Judge of the Supreme 

Court or High Court. 

2. Secretary in the Ministry of Commerce or his 
nominee. 
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3. Chief Controller of Imports and Exports. 

4. Development Commissioner (Small Scale 

Industries). 

5. President, Federation of Indian Chamber ol 

Commerce and Industry, New Delhi. 

6. President, Federation of Indian Export Or¬ 

ganisations, New Delhi, 

7. President, Associated Chambers of Commerce 

and Industry of India, Calcutta. 

8. Officer-in-Charge of Export Assistance Divi¬ 

sion of the Ministry of Commerce, nomi¬ 
nated by the Secretary in the Ministry of 
Commerce. 

9. Director-General of Commercial Intelligence 

and Statistics, Calcutta. 

7. The Ministry of Commerce will prescribe a 
time schedule for receipt of nominations every year 
and give appropriate publicity in the matter. 

8. *The Selection Committee shall review the 
nominations for the Awards and the Certificates of 
Merit received from the sponsoring authorities 
which shall be as follows in respect of the commodi¬ 
ties shown against each :— 

(a) Export Promotion Councils—in respect of 
commodities dealt with by them. 

(b) Commodity Boards — in respect of com¬ 
modities dealt with by them. 

(c) Textile Commissioner — Textiles. 

(d) Jute Commissioner — Jute. 

(e) Development Commissioner (Small Scale 
Industries) Small Scale Units. 

(t) Khadi & Village Industries Commission— 
Khadi and Village industries units. 

(g) Any other organisation approved by Gov¬ 
ernment for this purpose — in regard to the 
commodities with wnich it is concerned. 

9. The sponsoring authorities shall forward to 
the prescribed authority the nominations giving 
particulars in a prescribed form in accordance with 
a procedure, the details of which will be separately 
announced. 

10. The eligibility for the award referred to in 
paragraph 1 shall be based on the following consi¬ 
derations :— 

(i) Substantial and steady increase in the ab¬ 
solute volume of exports in the last three 
years. 

(ii) Substantial and Steady increase in export 
sales in the last 3 years of non-traditional 
commodities nr finished products. 

(iii) Significant success in exporting products 
newly developed in the Country or in ex¬ 
porting commodities and goods with subs¬ 
tantial value added to them. 


(iv) Success in penetrating in a durable manner 
a foreign market known to be difficult for 
accessibility to Indian goods. 

(v) Substantial increase in the last 3 years •£ 
exports of services based on large scale in¬ 
put of surplus resources in the country such 
as manpower. 

(vi) Demonstrable success in the last 3 years 
in assisting export from India of products 
of small scale industry and cottage industry'. 

(vii) Significant achievement in the last 3 years 
in making increasing credit and other 
financial assistance available to the export 
trade. 

(viii) Execution of turnkey projects abroad or 
laige orders ot machinery involving supply 
and erection on time and without signifi¬ 
cant cost escalation, 

(ix) Any other identifiable, specific, and signi- 
ficunt contribution in the promotion of our 
exports. 

11. There will be no reservation of awards either 
for any specific line of trade or field of endeavour 
on tire ground of inherent handicaps in such field 
for export efforts. 

12. Winners of the awards referred to in para¬ 
graphs 2 and 3 shall have the privilege of issuing to 
their employees lapel pins, ties or other distinctive 
badges with the symbol OIP in a circle embossed 
on such material. The winners of awards shall also 
have the option to use this symbol in their letter 
heads or in any advertisement issued by them. The 
year ol the awards shall invariably be mentioned in 
all such cases. 

13. Winners of the Certificates of Merit referred 
to in para 5 may mention thjs fact in their letter 
heads or m any advertisement issued by them, men¬ 
tioning the year of issue of the Certificate of merit- 

14. An Award holder|winner of a Certificate of 
Merit can win additional Awards|Certificates of 
Merits in subsequent years, if adjudged to be suit¬ 
able. 

15. The names of the Winners of the Awards and 
Certificates of Merit will be communicated to all 
the Indian Trade Mission abroad.
